As a reward for Bulgaria’s ex- 
emplary conduct since the war un- 
der his leadership, the Allies re- 
cently reduced the Bulgarian war

Stamboulisky was regarded by

CHICAGO, Ju 15.—Preserva- 
tion for scientific ‘estigation by 
biologists of asphalt beds of Kern 
county, Cal., in the belief that they 
“are the death pits of the ages,” 
is advocated by Dr. William Bebb.

a three months’ tepection of the 
area in search of specimens. for the 
museum. 

Dr. Bebb found many well-pre- 
served skulls in the pita, he said.

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GEN. LUIS TERRAZAS DIES 


1 Former Mexican Political Leader and Cottle 
Lost Fortune During V illa Revolution

The famous Mexican cattle baron 
and political leader, who lost prac- 
tically his entire fortune in the 
Villa revolution and was exiled to 
the United States in 1913, died 
suddenly at 93 years of age, while 
his family and numerous friends 
were preparing for an elaborate 
celebration of his ninety-fourth 
birthday anniversary, July 24. 
Funeral arrangements for Gen. 
Terrazas are being perfected and 
State and Federal officials of Mex- 
ico will participate in the services, 
according to dispatches reaching 
home. A special 
military escort will be provided by 
Gen. Eugenio Martinez, commander 
of the Chihuahua zone. 
FIGHTING FOR ESTATE 
During the past year Gen. Ter- 
razas has spent his entire time 
fighting a Federal decree expro- 
priating the last of his vast estates. 
At the time of his death the fight 
had been practically lost. Under 
the terms of the decree Ges. Ter- 
razas was to receive but a nominal 
portion of the value of his estate, 
which is estimated at approximate- 
ly $2,000,000. 
_Gen. Terrazas was widely known 
in Los Angeles and in Southern 
California, having resided here aft- 
from Mexico by 
the bandit leader. 
At the height of his fortune his 
wealth was estimated at approxi-

owner of one of the largest estates in the world, comprising from 
6,000,000 to 7,000,000 acres, is dead at his home in Chihuahua City, 
received here yesterday. 


mately $40,000,000. All of his 
estates were confiscated by Villa 
and vast herds killed off. Friends 
of Gen. Terrazas have stated that 
he prayed to outlive the former 
bandit, so that he could follow him 
into the next world and denounce 
him for his sins. 


LIVED IN LOS ANGELES 
For six years after being exiled 
from Mexico he lived at El Paso, 
at the home of A. B. Fall, at that 
time Uniteq States Senator, and 
later Secretary of the Interior. Sub- 


sequentiy he came to Los Angeles 
with twenty-three members of his 
family and remained here for 
about a year. 

Upon his return to Mexico in 
1920 he attempted to rebuild his 
fortune and restock his ranges with 
the ald of his two sons, but the 
government intervened and laid 
claim to the greater part of his 
estates on the ground that he had 
violated the law controlling pos- 
session Of land by falling to till his 
land. He fought valiantly against 
the decree expropriating the land, 


but lost.

tured and tortured by Villa unt 
he was forced to disclose the hid- 
ing place of the gold reserve in 
his father’s bank.

Clepper 
yesterday informed officers that he 
lived at 1044% Ingraham street 
and he is said to be married. He 
recently was employed as a bar- 
tender in the Red Mill, a 
Tijuana saloon.

ments in the Japanese Daily News, 
offering units for sale, and have 
maintained Japanese agents to ex- 
plain their propositions to those 
who are interested. Meanwhile the 
News has run on frequent occa- 
sions editorial] or news matter ad- 
vising the Japanese farmers 
against investing in any kind o! 
speculative stocks. 

“We think it unwise for Javanese 
farmers to speculate,” deciares t 
manager of the News. “The Japa- 
nese farmer works hard for his 
money. He does not understand 
speculative enterprises, and our 
paper has constantly advised 
against such investments. If we 
ask a Japanese farmer if he oon. 
oll stock he will be sure to say 
that he doesn't, but if we take tho 
trouble to investigate we are pret- 
ty sure to find that he does.” It 
is believed that at least 500 Japa- 
nese farmers own interests in oil 
enterprises. 

Not long ago, when an oil con- 
cern's stock dropped to a point 
between $60 and $70, several Jap- 
anese visited stock markets from 
day to day, buying large bundles 
of units. In a single afternoon one 
of these speculators ‘bought sixty- 
seven units. Another day he vir- 
tually duplicated the performance. 
The stock went back up to almost 
3100. 

As for all-Japanese oil com- 
panies in Southern California 
fields, local Japanese say that their 
organization holds no significance 
politically—that they are being or- 
ganized solely for profit. In the 
opinion of Japanese, the Califor- 
nia alien land law prohibits Japa- 
nese from owning or leasing land 
for agricultural purposes after De- 
cember 10 next, but does not touch 
upon the lease or purchase of 
lands for oil development. .
